The longest and most expen- 


sive strike in Fox Cities history 
ended Sunday afternoon and 
Teamsters reported back to 
work today at ready mix con- 
crete firms with a $2.85 wage 
and fringe package under their 
belts. 


Wage increases and additional 


fringe benefits are spread out 
over the life of a five-year 
contract the seven-member Fox 
Valley Contractor Material Sup- 
pliers Association signed with 
Teamsters Local 563.

Banks Boost 
Prime Rate 


To 8i Per Cent 


Increase to New 
Record Is Larger 
Than Anticipated 


NEW YORK (AP) — Major 


banks today raised the prime 
rate—the interest charged their 
biggest and best customers for 
loans—to a historic high of 8te 
per cent from 7% per cent, ef- 
fective immediately. 


An increase had been expect- 


ed for some time. But the 
amount of the hike—a full one 
per cent—was surprising. 


The first bank to increase the 


rate was Bankers Trust Co. of 
New York and it did so without 
making any comment on its rea- 
sons. Other New York banks, 
and then Chicago, Philadelphia 
and Boston banks quickly made 
the same move. Among the 
banks was Chase 
Manhattan 


and First National City of New 
York. 


The prime rate is used in de- 


weekend to end the 10-month 
walkout which delayed highway 
and other major construction in 
the region. 


Terms of the settlement Just 


abou t double the pay scales 
existing in the former three- 
year contract that expired May 
1, 1968. 


The Teamsters and members 


of Local 199 of the Operating 
Engineers struck the association 
on July 29, 1968. 


Operating Engineers, who still 


are in negotiations with the 
association, remained off the 
job. 


About 175 Teamsters met at 


the Labor Hall Sunday morning 
and unanimously endorsed the 
new pact after it was outlined 
by Robert Schlieve, secretary- 
treasurer and chief negotiator 
for Local 563. 


Over the five-year length of 


the new contract — extending 
from May 1, 1968, to May 1, 
1973 — hourly wages of dump 
truck drivers will rise to $5.87 
from.the present $3.27; mechan- 
ics to $6.25 from $3.57; concrete 
plant operators (weight batch- 
ers) to $6.15 from $3.37, and 
ready-mix and semi-truck driv- 
ers to $6.05 from $3.37. 


Over $1 Million 


Total impact of pay and 


fringe benefit increases during 
the life of the contract has been 
estimated at over $1 million. 


The wage increments, with 


slight variation for dump truck 
drivers, include 55 cents for 
1968; 65 cents, May 1, 1969; 35 
cents, Dec. 1, 1969; 55 cents, 
May 1, 1970; 30 cents, May 1, 
1971; 25 cents, Dec. 1, 1971; 30 
cents, May 1, 1972; and 28 
cents, Dec. 1, 1972. 


Weekly pension contribution of 


employers will be $6 to $8 
retroactive to May 1, 1969; $8 to 
$9 on May 1, 1970; and $9 to $10 
as of May 1, 1971.

night by a strong affirmation of Washington-Saigon solidary 
ity. The harmony declaration came from President Nguyen! 
Van Thieu in off-the-cuff remarks to newsmen following;, 
his summit meeting with Nixon on tiny, mid-Pacific Mid- 
way Island.

Sen. Spessard L. Holland, D- 


Fla., is against the $20,000 limit 
tacked into a House appropria- 
tions bill to finance the Agricul- 
ture Department during fiscal 
1969-70. He is chairman of the 
Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee currently reviewing the 
department's money request for 
the coming year. 


Although he says he did not 


support the Food and Agricul- 
ture Act now in effect, Holland 
said last week nevertheless he 
does not want "to see it emascu- 
lated" by the House payment 
lid. 


Present Program 


Thus, Agriculture Department 


officials are cautiously saying, 
the present farm program prob- 
ably will remain undiluted an- 
other year—until the end of 1970 
when it is supposed to die natur- 
ally. 


But all sorts of horse-trading 


is possible. And if Senate propo- 
nents can 
generate 
enough 


steam the payment limitation 
could become a popular issue 
despite Holland's objections. 


Direct farm payments last 


year totaled nearly $3.5 billion, 
most of it going to producers of 
cotton, feed grains and wheat in 
return for cooperating in gov- 


ernment programs aimed at tai- 
loring'production* tcTdemand. 


Administration View 


Secretary of Agriculture Clif- 


ford M. Hardin has dodged the 
question on whether the Nixon 
administration would want a 
limitation at all. He says—as he 
told 
Holland's 
subcommittee 


last week—that "it is possible to 
design a sound' program that 
limits the number of dollars 
that can be paid- to any one 
farmer for programs following 
the 1970 crop year." 


In other words the Nixon ad- 


ministration prefers a hands-off 
policy until new farm legislation 
can be proposed, possibly by 
next fall. 


Hardin uses the complicated 


cotton program as the main gun 
supporting the status quo. 


Because of far-sighted author- 


ship when the Food and Agricul- 
ture Act of 1965 was written, 
cotton farmers would be shel- 
tered from most of the shrapnel 
caused by the payment limita- 
tion bomb. 


Costs Cited 


Consequently, Hardin has told 


both the House and Senate, 
costs of the cotton program ac- 
tually would increase $160 mil- 
lion for the 1970 crop. 


This year, without a limitation 


on payments, a grower has the 
option of planting all or part of 
his farm allotment. In return, 
the government guarantees him 
a price support loan of about 20 
cents a pound. 


If the farmer grows only 65 


per cent of his alloted acres— 


roughly, ,his share of the U.S 
domestic market—he can col 
lect additionally a price suppor 
payment of almost 15 cents. 


Planting Boosted 


The remainder of the acreag 


would be idled at his own cos 
since the 1969 program permit 
no "diversion payment" for un 
used acres as in 1968. The idea 
this year was to encourage ful 
planting and boost cotton pro- 
duction. 


Therefore, a cotton growe 


now can get about 35 cents a 
pound for 65 per cent of his al 
loted production. If he plantec 
his entire allotment acreage th 
remaining 35 per cent would b 
eligible only for the 20 cents 
pound price support loan.

Trucks and Speeds 


When the assembly the other day took 


up a bill proposing to increase the 
maximum speed of commercial vehicles of 
10,000 pounds or more upon the public 
highways, one of its members to the 
surprise of his colleagues proposed an 
amendment to authorize trucks 
equal 


rights with private automobiles in this 
regard. 


The measure before the house would 


have raised the truck speed limit from 45 
to 55 miles an hour. The author argued, 
with considerable merit, that hundreds of 
truck drivers have been ignoring the 
limitation, and evidently with impunity, for 
arrests under that section of the law appear 
to be few. 


He asked for a 55 night-time and a 65 


day-time limit, as permitted for automo- 
biles, and the higher limits already appli- 
cable to the Interstate highway system. 
Passenger busses, it should be explained, 
already have the higher speed privileges. 


At first glance, we may suppose that 


many private motorists will resent such a 
proposition for the benefit of the commer- 
cial vehicle owners, shippers and drivers. 
But the more we ponder the matter, the 
more we are inclined to suggest that some 
increase in maximum speeds for trucks is 
defensible. At 45 miles an hour, the limit as 
the law now stands, a truck driver can pile 


up traffic behind him annoyingly and 
dangerously. 


Standards of construction and design of 


our 
major roads are today 
infinitely 


superior to those of decades ago when the 
original commercial vehicle limits were 
imposed. 


Moreover, if a higher speed for a 


heavily laden passenger bus is tolerable, 
who can reasonably argue that it is harmful 
to permit truckers, frequently 
piloting 


lighter vehicles, to proceed at a more rapid 
pace? 


The commercial vehicle speed bill has 


been referred to committee for further 
consideration 
of the 
amendment. 
The 


committee, it seems to us, ought to consult 
the state division of highways about the 
results of late studies on the effect of speed 
and weight on highway wear, and the state 
division of motor vehicles on the safety 
considerations involved in a higher speed 
limit for commercial vehicles. If the latter 
offers objections, which we think to be 
unlikely, legislators might then inquire 
why there has not been more emphasis put 
upon the enforcement of the existing 45 
mile an hour law that has been in effect for 
many years. The annual reports of its sister 
agency on vehicle speeds and vehicle 
counts have consistently shown that the 45 
mile an hour limit is being flaunted. 


How Many Troops Does NATO Need? 


Last month Canada's Prime Minister 


Pierre Trudeau announced that Canada 
would begin to withdraw its troops attach- 
ed to the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion from Europe. 


Canada has a very well trained 10,000 


man force stationed in West Germany. It 
includes an air division and an infantry 
brigade. Mr. Trudeau proposed that at least 
two thirds of the force be withdrawn by 
1972, although he said that Canada would 
send a lightly armed mobile group of about 
2,000 men to NATO instead. 


Apparently there are two factors which 


have prompted the Canadian move. First is 
the idea that the threat of a Russian 
invasion using conventional weapons is no 
longer likely despite the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, and this is probably cor- 
rect. The panicky Russian effort to hold on 
to .its domination in Eastern Europe is quite 
different from any effort to take over a 
prepared Western Europe by force. 


Secondly, is the improvement in troop 


mobility. Maneuvers conducted by the 
United 
States 
have demonstrated 
the 


ability to move troops from one continent 
to another with speed and ease. The 
Canadians can argue that their troops back 
home would be readily available within a 
few hours in case of aggression against 
Western Europe. 


Since the resignation of Charles de 


Gaulle, there is also the possibility that 
France will once more take more responsi- 
bility within the framework of a united 
Europe instead of De Gaulle's go-it-alone 
policy. At least observers believe that 
relations between Paris and Bonn are likely 


to improve when either Mr. Pompidou or 
Mr. Poher takes office as President of 
France. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird has 


argued against the Canadian withdrawal 
not so much for security reasons but 
because it might "encourage those in the 
United States who want us to withdraw 
from our European commitments." 
The 


issue of European defense has recently 
been debated in London at the conference 
of NATO defense ministers and its nuclear 
planning group with stress put upon when 
and how nuclear weapons should be used in 
case of attack. But it 
seems highly 


improbable that a Russian invasion of the 
West would be met with conventional 
forces. Such an invasion would spell the 
end of the tacit agreement on spheres of 
influence and a complete breakdown of 
efforts to keep the peace between the 
Soviet Union and non-Communists nations 
to the west. It may be that Mr. Laird's 
statement is an indication of the growing 
feeling of American isolation from its allies 
rather than of a real threat to the 
dissolution of NATO. 


Basically this may be the major problem 


-— that despite •—• or perhaps because of — 
our massive military might and financial 
wealth, we are having less influence among 
the non-Communist countries than ever 
before. It seems to be high time for a 
thorough review of our own commitments 
to NATO and their relevance to the 
dangers in the \vorld and the encourage- 
ment of independent nations which are not 
completely reliant upon the United States. 


Crimes Off Military Bases 


- In a split decision of 5 to 3, the United 
States Supreme Court has ruled 
that 


American servicemen, accused of crimes 
off military bases and which have no 
service connection, can no longer be tried 
by military courts. 


It has been the custom of military 


authorities and local officials to try to 
agree upon where such servicemen should 
be tried. Actually the military used court- 
martial proceedings in only about 15 per 
cent of such cases while local courts 
handled the rest. But at issue were the civil 
rights of the servicemen since courts- 
martial do not always offer the accused the 
right of trial by jury or indictment by 
grand jury. 


The military services have argued that 


the Constitution grants Congress the power 
"to make rules for the government and 
regulation of the land and naval forces" 
and this includes the handling of crimes 
whether 
on base 
or not. The 
Fifth 


Amendment itself specifies that its protec- 
tions do not extend to "cases arising in the 
land and naval forces." But the majority on 
the Court insisted that the intent of the 
Constitution was not to extend such 
military authority to ordinary civilian 
crimes. 


The decision is actually in keeping with 


(he extraterritorial agreements the United 
States has with most countries where our 
military forces are stationed and which 
were so hotly debated more than a decade 
.igo. 
Local 
authorities have jurisdiction 


over servicemen accused of crimes not 
connected with the military, those commit- 
ted off base and which have nothing to do 
with military security even when the host 
nation has considerably more severe pun- 
ishments than in the United States. If this 
is permitted in foreign countries, it should 
follow that it be allowed in the United 
States as well.

of American troops by newly- 
trained S o u t h Vietnamese 
forces — something he has 
long since accepted, and in- 
deed proposed. But because of 
General Thieu's recent rheto- 
ric, the mere fact of some 
American boys starting home 
will again look like a giant 
step forward. 
WILL PAY PRICE 


In return for this show of 


success, President Nixon will 
probably have to pay a very 
real price. For one thing the 
Midway meeting heightens the 
prestige of President Thieu — 
the more so as he made it 
seem that he forced the con- 
ference 
upon the U n i t e d 


States. Inevitably, the public 
commitment of the Nixon ad- 
ministration which now runs 
only to the South Vietnamese 
people will be made to look as 
though it extends to the Thieu 
regime. 


More important still, 
the 


Midway meeting is a leg up 
for 
those 
officials, 
notably 


Ambassador Ellsworth Bunk- 
er, who have always equated 
success in Southeast Asia with 
good relations between Wash- 
ington and Saigon. With a 
seemingly harmonious meeting 
undsr their belts, these apos- 
tles of friendship will be still 
further encouraged to tie ever 
closer t h e bonds between 
Washington and Saigon. 


All of this would be accept- 


able if it somehow forced or 
tempted the other side to scale 
down the fighting or step up 
the pace of its bargaining at 
the Paris peace talks. But the 
other side has already dis- 
counted a first troop with- 
drawal as a kind of propagan- 
da trick. It will probably not 
feel obliged to make a com- 
plementary reduction of its 
military actions. 


Neither is the other side 


going to be much intrigued by 
the prospect of elections under 
international supervision. On 
the contrary, the Liberation 
Front is pushing as never 
before its project for elections 
managed by a "provisional 
coalition" government. That is 
why the role of the Front 
representative in the Paris 
talks — Tran Buu Kiem — is 
now being heightened by such 
devices as a trip to Cuba. 


In t h e s e circumstances, 


Midway is unlikely to have 
any positive impact on the 
other side. And that means 
that, despite all the signs of 
success, the real consequence 
will be that the war goes on, 
and the casualties continue for 
months 
and m o n t h s and 


mouths to come.

CHICAGO (AP) — Aging of 


humans is under study by a 
team of scientists at Downey 
Veterans Administration Hospi- 
tal in an effort to determine 
what is involved in the pro- 
cess. 


Hyrnan Weinstein, chief of 


the research-in-aging labora- 
tory, said more than 25 scien- 
tists from several Midwestern 
universities are involved in the 
project. 


Their laboratories are seek- 


ing s c i e n t i f i c information 
about the complex substances 
that form human connective 
tissues. 


Scientists believe the "weath- 


ering" by constant exposure to 
sun and wind and resulting 
permanent changes in the skin 
may represent chemical alter- 
ations related to the aging 
process. 


"The skin's constant expo- 


sure to the wind and sun may 
cause it to 'age' more quickly 
than skin or protected parts of 
the body," Dr. Weinstein said.
